retary of State, should make us feel proud- 


er than ever of our goodly State. 


and towns of the State, which gives an in- 
crease of $158,327 in the taxable valuation 
of manufacturing property over that of 
1883. Taking into account the towns that 
made no return and the low valuation 
placed upon this class of property, the in- 
crease of capital invested in manufactures 
for the year, must be fully ¢250,000, There 
has been a very small decrease—not over 
two per cent., in the number of hands em- 
ployed, and the amount of wages paid. 
The taxable valuation of all property in 
towns for manufacturing purposes is $20,- 
710,487. Owing to the extensive deprecia- 
tion of values of nearly all staple commodi- 


ties, the decrease of value of products has 
been 


large. 

The quantity has held up close to that 
of former years in most leading lines. 
There have been few large buildings for 
manufacturing purposes erected during 
the year, but there have been several of 
respectable size, and a large number of ad- 
ditions have been made to buildings, and im- 
provements in machinery. Losses to man- 
ufacturing property by fire, have aggre- 
gated quite a large sum, but the plucky 
owners have generally commenced immedi- 
ately to rebuild; consequently in the State, 
asa whole, the industries are not much 
the worse for fires. ‘ 
The industries that show most unfavor- 
able comparison with last year gre ship 
building, iron mapufacture, cotton manu- 
facture, lumber manufacture, eooperage, 
ice cutting, corn capping, lumber cutting 
and the fisheries. 
The industries that have held their own 
well are woolen manufacture, boot and 
shoe manufacture, lime manufacture, gran- 
ite cutting, and many of the numerous 
minor industries of the State, 

Those that have improved upon last year 
are pulp and paper manufacture, slate 
uarrying, starch manufacture, and some 
of the mipor industries. 

It is believed ¢hgt, as a whole, the in- 
dustries have felt the business depression 
less oppressively in Maine than ip most 
other States. The great yariety of our in- 
dustries and resources has whe tendency to 
mitigate the evil effect of unfavorable dis- 
turbance In any one or more of them, 
Labor has been reasonably well employed 
at fairly remuneragiye wages. Employes 
who have left factories, where cyrtailment 
was necessary, breve generally foynd other 
employment. In agricultural districts 
there has at times been a ecarcity of help, 
and in no place has labor been a drug until 
the present month. There have been no 
serious disagreements between employer 
and employe; they realize the situation 
and are disposed to make mutual conges- 
sions.

French Speliation Claims. 
Many people in Maine and throughout 
New England will be gratified to hear that 
the French spoliation bill has passed both 
branches of Congress, and that there is 4 
prospect that the claimants will receive 
justice at last. This is the third time such 
& bill bas game fo the President of the 
United States for his signature. Such a

These claims gre now over 
eighty years old, dating from the begin- 
ning of the century. Im the war between 
Englapd gpd Framce, after the downfall 
of the French moparchy, Amerk 
merce apd especially that of 
and the Distriet of Maine suffered greatly. 
Merchant vessels were seized by cruisers 
of both belligerents. Too weak then to go 
to war about it, the United States protested 
and demapdeg indemnity. England recog- 
nized the claim and paid jt. france filed 
one jn offset, which had to beallowed, By 
a new treaty claims prior to 1800 were 
abandoncd, but Frange paid for spoliations 
committed after that date, The United 
States government, in consideration of fa- 
vors from France, assumed the payment of 
the claims, byt from that day to this has 
The original smount 
claimed by the United States from France 
in 1799 was $20,000,000. There was paid 
by France to owners of fifty-two vessels, 
and under the convention of 1803, and by 
Spain in 1819, the aggregate amount of 
37,323.61, leaving & balance dye claimants 
according to the original estimate, of $13,- 
678,380. The State Department has care- 
fuily preserved lists of all claimants with 
the amounts of their claims, the list of ves- 
sels containing 1,201 names and the list of 
persons qirect}y or indirectly interested 
containing 2,270 names. ‘here are 9,611 
cases in which the amounts claimed have 
heen specified and 337 in which they are 
not. Many of these claims are in Maine. 
The aggregate claims in 2,563 cases amount 
to over $7,000,000, but in the list of cases
